greater when those were the 
weapons. 


The population of the earth be- 
fore firearms were invented in- 
creased much more slowly than it 
has done since. There were many 
reasons, but one was the terrific 
effect of primitive weapons. 

An example of this seem'.g para- 
dox is that the combined Allied 
armies landed on Normandy beches, 
fought most of a year into the heart 
of Germany and sustained fewer 
casualties than the British army 
did in one week's fighting in the 
Battle of the Somme in 1916. 
Power and “terribleness” of weap- 
ons were increased to bring about 
this reduction in casualties.

‘The Great Audience’ 
Called Great Book 


Gilbert Selde’s new book, “The 
Great Audience” (Viking Press, 
$3.75) strikes me as one of the 
really important jobs of the year 

This is a book about the 
movies, which give us our popu- 
lar mythology, about radio, which 
has become, in Norman Cousins’ 
words, “a triumph of distraction” 
and about television, potentially 
the greatest influence on the 
American brain (and its Little 
Sir Echo in Canada) since the 
birth of the crystal set. 

It is also a book about the 
frightening power and effect of 
mass media on the intelligence 
and indivjduality of the average 
citizen, 

Seldes does not go quite this 
far, but the effect of American 
movies, radio and television is 
not unlike the effect of totalitar- 
ian propaganda. 

Seldes makes the point (if it 
needed to be made) that our 
popular entertainment has be- 
come little more than “thought 
replacement.” 


Not Critical 
Of Themselves 

He is not critical of them as 
art forms in themselves, but of 
their mistreatment, of machine- 
made products, repeating them- 
selves endlessly, based on a few 
well-worn formulas and the cre- 
ation of factory patterns rather 
than of individual, creative 
minds 

He points out that these “pop- 
ular arts” — the movies, radio 
and now television — influence 
our thoughts and feelings more 
than any others; are, indeed, the 
great creative arts of our time: 
yet are almost devoid of a seri- 
ous, realistic approach to life 
and the times. 


In all three cases the primary 
concern of the producer (with 
certain token exceptions) is the 


size of his audience, This auto- 
matically means a terrible com- 
promise. It makes the writer, 
the producer, the actor and the 
commentator mere businessmen 

The effect on the movie-goer 
or the radiolistener, beyond ques- 
tion, is not to stimulate his own 
thought-processes, but to distract 
him from realities, to keep him 
from thinking 

This is not an invitation to ex- 
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plore new ideas or even pew 
emotions, but to escape from 
them into the well-defined pat- 
tern of Hollywood boy-meets- 
gir] (“myths for children,” Mr. 
Seldes calls them) or the vaude- 
ville of radio. 

Mr. Seldes wonders what the 
movies or radio have done “to 
prepare us to make those moral 
and intellectual judgments which 
will have to be made in the next 
generation.” The answer, of 
course, is “less than nothing.” 

Still, Mr Seldes takes the 
optimistic view. He thinks that 
these media can become power- 
ful forces in society and with- 
out government interference. 

I would agree with him that 
this is possible of the motion 
picture industry, but so long as 
radio is owned and controlled by 
advertising men 1 see no hope 
there whatever,

TV Most 


Dangerous 

From what I've seen in our 
trip through the United States it 
seems to me that television will 
be by far the most dangerous 
sedative to the American mind. 

It is going to be interesting— 
and I think none too pleasant— 
to observe the effect of television 
un the coming generation. 

What it can accomplish in de- 
stroying individual thought is al- 
ready presaged by the advertise- 
ments in the United States press 
by the American Television Deal- 
ers and Manufacturers, 

They are running full page ads 
to inform parents that their chil- 
dren will be morally downtrodden 
and absclute outcasts of society 
without a TV set 

One more observation from Mr, 
Seldes’ “The Great Audience’: 
Everyone has heard, “Jf you don't 
like what's on the air or on tele- 
vision you can tumn it off!” But 
you can't escape that easily. As 
Mr. Seldes notes, a million people 
capable of judgment may tune 
out, but 20,000,000 others will lis- 
ten. Then the minority must live 
in the pattern of thought and feel- 
ing that the majority has taken on 
from what it has heard,

As refugees from the north 
they would be suspected as Sples 
in the south, But if the north won 
the whole untry they would 
be “in for it” also. Their names 
were on the Communist “black- 
list” for having seen mixed up 
in the demonstrations in the 
north. 

When the Korean boys were 
ordered deported they escaped in 
4 manner more heroic than any 
comic strip, They separated and 
worked hard to earn their living.

Korean war 
broke out the government felt 
that it could take no chance 


that they might turn out to be 
Spies or saboteurs. 

I myself gave the boys my 
word of honor that if they volun- 
tarily surrendered they could be 
sure of a Square deal from our 
government, Many a time im re- 
cent months J asked myself if | 
was justified in doing that.
